Cutting, the con- 
vention declined _ 
to deal with Chi: OD An 
cago as a “conquered province.” 
The vote was 51 to 30—50 to 31 after 
Delegate Barr of Joliet, leader of the 
-restrictionists, had changed his vote 
in order to move reconsideration for 
the purpose of presenting a compro- 
mise proposal tomorrow morning. 
One more vote was needed to accom- 
plish the purpose of the downstaters, 
behind whom stood the Anti-Saloon 
League of TIumols. Fifty-two votes for 
the restrictive article that was up to a 
roll call would have restricted Chicago 
in both houses and would have blown 
the convention sky high.

Given Free Hand.

It has been agreed 
that if at.any time the captain feels 
that his position as jailer is untenable 
he may return to the police department 
without loss of seniority or other 
rights.

They left the courtroom at 10:40 
when the judge had finished and de- 
liberated for twenty minutes.

The plasterers’ union last night 
voted to support William A. Curran, 
president of the Chicago Building 
Trades_cduncil, in his efforts to bring 
about a resumption of building con- 
struction activities in the city by ac 
cepting all the isions of the Landis 
award. 

The plasterers’ organization” is’ the 
first building trade union of the insur- 
gent faction formally to adopt Cur- 
ran's plans for peace in the building 
industry, and presages the cormmence- 
ment of a building boom. Other union 
officials have indicated they will take 
similar action at the meeting of the 
Building Trades council tomorrow 
night, and an end of the long tieup is 
predicted. 


Few Dissenting Votes. 
Edward O'Rourke, president and 
business agent of the plasterers’ union, 
in announcing the vote last night at 
Bricklayers’ hall, said there were but 
few dissenting votes cast. 

Although we were not ia to 
the original arbitration proc gu 
before Judge Landis, we are willing 
to take the rate of pay of $1.10 an 
hour, as he suggested,” he said. 

One drawback to an amicable adjust- 
ment of the differences between the 
unions and contractors, however, looms 
anc may prevent the immediats re- 
sumption of building construction 
work, according to union officials, it is 
said in union camps. It is ‘the an- 
nouncement of the citizens’ committee 
to enforce the Landis award that they 
intend to retain the nonunion bullding 
workers now eeaployed on building con- 
struction work. 


Unions Against Committee. 

The stand of the citizens’ committee 
is likely to curb peace negotiations, it 
is said, since Mr. Curran, in a declara- 
tion made last Tuesday night, said the 
building. trades unions would accept 
the new Landis aaward if nonunion 
men were eliminated from all 
tion jobs.

“The men serving on the com- 
mittee are not actuated by motives 
that will result in anything beneficial 
to the general public. ‘Crush trade 
unionism,’ is their aim. They are so 
embittered against unionism that it has 
become their indoor sport to try and 
wreck it.” Final action on t ac- 
ceptance of the award will be at 
a meeting tomorrow night.

issue was for about $400,000,000, but 
the total amount allotted will be about 
$600,000,000, Including about $200,000,. 
000 to be exchanged for rome bonds 
offered.
